miles south 
of M il­ 
roy and one mile north of Williams­ 
town.

A" ii 4favor** to our 
own "’dps tie* Democratic Congress, 
according to this decision, gave an 
EQUAL BOUNTY to 5,500 compet­ 
ing foreign vessels. 


Iii ifs decision the Court referred 
to statistics showing that the dis­ 
count provision reduces duties 5 per 
ct ut upon considerably more than 
one-half of all our dutiable imports.

Coroner Barnett was unable to 


find any grounds for rumors of foul 
play in the death of Charles Hall, of 
near Milroy, whose mangled remains 
were 
found along the 
Big Four 


tracks, two miles south of 
Milroy 


last Friday morning. 


The coroner filed his verdict this 


afternoon finding that he "came to 
his death on the morning of June 1 
1915 at about 12:20 a. in. while he 
was trespassing along the right-of- 
way of the Big Four railroad at a 
point 150 feet 
north 
of 'Foley's 


Crossing,' two miles south of Mil- 
roy and one mile north of Williams- 
town. 
Death was 
due to 
being 


struck by a Big Four freight train 
No. 95 and was accidental." 


It will he recalled that following 


the finding of Hall's body 
rumors 


were thick in Milroy that the death 
was not altogether accidental and 
an 
effort was made to 
create a 


mystery. The coroner states in his 
verdict that death was accidental 
and finds no grounds for suspicion. 


Hall had been to see Miss Roxie 


Fishback 
at Williamstown 
and it 


was first reported that he had left 
(here about nine o'clock. The watch 
found on his person had stopped at 
1:35 o'clock and as there were sev- 
eral hours that could not be ac- 
counted for, rumors 
of foul play 


started. 


According to 
the testimony 
of 


Miss Fishback, Hall did not leave 
there until 11 o'clock on the night 
of June 3, instead of nine o'clock as 
had been rumored. 
She 
told the 


coroner that he came there 
about 


four-thirty 
o'clock in the 
evening 


and remained 
until eleven 
o'clock 


that night. She also stated that she 
had been with young Hall while he 
was under the influence of liquor and 
it was not generally known around 
Milroy that he ever drank.

Court of Custom Appeals Declares 


Five Per Cent Clause Includes 


All Vessels 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—The 


Court of Customs Appeals has just 
added another act to the comedy of 
errors in which the Democratic ad- 
ministration takes the star part. 


The Court has rendered au opin- 


ion on the construction of the pro- 
vision in the Underwood tariff law 
inU'iided to give a 5 per cent dis- 
count in custom duties on merchan- 
dise imported, in American vessels 
and has virtually declared that the 
effect of 
the 
provision 
gives 
a 


wholesale discrimination in favor of 
ships of foreign countries. 


In a recent article attention was 


directed to this classic blunder then 
pending before t'he Customs Court. 
The slovenly methods by which 
it 


was enacted were referred to, show- 
in-; that the Democrats had a vague 
idea nhout 
aiding American ship- 


piug,adopted a vague method of ex- 
tending such aid, 
and by careless 


guess work had shown that during 
the debate in Congress ^Republicans 
had given repeated warnings that, 
apart from its policy, t'he phraseo- 
logy 
of the five per cent section 


was meaningless and should be cor- 
rected to accomplish its purpose. 


The 
decision of the 
Court 
of 


Customs 
Appeals completely con- 


firms these statements, and rubs it 
in by .saying: 


"Th'i wisdom or expediency 
of 


the policy is a matter into which 
we may not inquire nor have we the 
right to suspend the operation 
of 


the statute because we may think 
its purpose is not adequately ac- 
complished." 


It will he recalled tliat the lan- 


iriuure of the Hvc percent discount 
section 
provided 
that 
"nothing 


herein shall he so construed as to 
abrogate or ill any majiner impair 
or 
affect 
the provisions ol: 
our 


treaties with foreign nations." 


Jt appears from the opinion 
of 


I'he Customs Court that there a re- 
nt least 5,500 treaty nation vessels 
in the- American foreign trade, and 
that there arc not over fifty Amer- 
ican vessels. 
As a 'favor" to our 


own ships the Democratic Congress, 
according to this decision, gave an 
EQUAL BOUNTY to 5,500 compet- 
ing foreign vessels. 


In its decision (he Court referred 


to statistics showing lliat the dis- 
count provision reduces duties 5 per 
cent upon considerably more than 
one-half of all our dutiable imports. 
After all its labored adjustment of 
tariff rates the Democrats, in this 
single, paragraph proposing a five 
per cent discount, 
practically 
de- 


stroyed the effect of all preceding 
schedules, and in flie same breath 
conferred upon foreign ships a val- 
uable privilege intended only 
for 


our own ships. 


In harmony with the decision of 


ihe court of Customs Appeals there 
will be a refund of customs duties 
estimated at from twelve million lo 
fifteen 
million dollars. Who gets 


the benefit of this refund?

tually by far the larger part of it 
will find its way into the coffers of 
foreign manufacturers. 


Unless the United Stales Supreme 


Court reverses the decision of the

Customs Appeals, these

resulting from gross mis- 


management by the present admin- 
istration.
